Servant’s Tale Bals of Suspicions That 
She Knows of Potter Robbery—Her 
Statement a Month Ago That Sisters 
Wear Diamonds Repeated with Em- 
bellishments Comes to the Police— 

Chief Kipley and Inspector Heidel- 
meier All. 


The mystery of the arrest of a young 
woman supposed to know much about the 
recent porch-climbing robberies is ex- 
plained, according to a report. current last 
night in police circles. The story is that 
the girl is the 16-year-old daughter of Hugh 
(“ Chick’) Curran, the Democratic boss of 
the Tenth Ward, knows nothing whatever 
about the robberies, and has been detained 
Tor a, week on the basis of the merest 
servants’ gossip. 

‘The only „ e is said to be 
that a servant girl, whose name even is un- 
known to the police, told a policeman who 
was living where she was employed that 
Miss Curran had said her two sisters wore 
diamonds. This fact was seized on by the 
policeman, who was eager to distinguish 
himself, and he and his superiors decided 
that Mies Curran must know something 
about the diamond robbery at O. W. Pot- 


ter’s.. In accordance with this theory In- 
spector Heidelmeier gave orders for the. 


arrest of Miss Curran. 

Detectives Walsh and Qualey were detailed 
to make the arrest. They went to the sa- 
loon of Edward Casey, in whose family Miss 
Curran was employed as a domestic, and 
without teiling any one who they were or 
what they wanted they dragged Miss Cur- 
ran away. 

She was taken to the East Chicago Avenue 
Police Station and there she was questioned 
by the police Six days passed, and as the 


girl apparently knew nothing about the rod- 
bery and hence could not tell the police 


anything, she was still under arrest. 


Curran Learns of Daughter’s Arrest. 
Yesterday a policeman who was acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Curran informed him that he 


| had seen his daughter at the East Chicago 


Avenue Station, and the father went there, 


| and, after conversing with the police, felt 


certain that his daughter was the mysteri- 
ous woman from whom Inspector Max Hei- 
delmeier expected so many important dis- 
' closures. yen when he had made known 
his identity to the police and convinced them 
that his daughter was in custody he was 
not allowed to see her. 

Mr. Curran left the station vowing venge- 
ance. He says that he intends to bring 
habeas corpus proceedings to bring about 
her release and then attempt to cause the 
removal of the police official, 


Girl’s Story About Diamonds. 

It was over a month ago when Miss Cur- 
ran related to a servant the story that led 
to her arrest. In the course of a conversa- 
tion, aceording to the report, she men- 
tioned that her two sisters wore diamonds of | 
great value and with youthful braggadocio |

She told 
her story to several persons, and finally, one 
month after she had heard Miss Curran's 
story, it came to the ears of the police. Miss 
Curran was t arrested. 


Father Her Kidnaped. 


When Miss Curran failed to return to her 
father’s residence at 2005 West Sixteenth 


street on Friday night, the day that she was 


taken away, her father believed that she had 
been kidn A diligent search for the 
missing girl instituted. No one could 
explain her ppearance, however. The 


only thing knqwn was that two men had en- 
tered Casey’s| saloon and had dragged her 
away. Who the men were and what they 
intended to do with the girl every one was 
ignorant of, 

When Mr. rran heard the story of the 
arrest he formed the theory that his daugh- 
ter probably had been murdered. Lieuten- 
ant Moore of the West Thirteenth Street 
Station was notified of her disappearance 
and the police of that station commenced 
the search. ey found no traces of the girl. 

Then came ithe story of the policeman 
which was told to Curran yesterday. 


- Chief and Inspector Deny It. 

“TI do not ow what the specific case 
against the 18,“ said Chief Kipley yes- 
terday. “All statements of her identity 
are certainly premature, and any police 


officer who divulged her name is ex- 
ceeding his authority and if his guilt can 
be established he should be dismissed from 
the department. 

Inspector Heidelmeier said last night at 
his residence: 

“The girl’s name is not Curran. I do not 
think she [s in custody now, either. She is 


not at Bast Chicago Avenue Station. She 
was taken away from there day before yes- 
terday, but to what station I don’t know. I 
think she hag been released. I have not 
seen Mr. Curran nor any one else today 
about this case. In fact, I did not know 
there was a story the girl was Curran’s 
daughter until this evening. But she isn’t. 
That's all I have to say. The girl was ar- 
rested on my orders.” 
Told to Keep Away. 
Lieutenant lie, in charge at the Bast 
Chicago Avenue Station last night, said: 


“I don't know anything about that girl, 
who she is, nor where she is. We were all 


given orders to keep away from her, and 
we've done it.“

„ Nolin and Walsh went to Philadelphia, 
where they met a stranger who handed 
Nolin $100 and gave him two railroad tickets 
to Buffalo. 

* Reaching Buffalo on Sunday, April 15, 
they were joined by the third man, who 
introduced himself as Dallman, and gave 
Nolin and Walsh two canvas valises. In 
each of these was about eighty pounds of 
dynamite. 

“ Nolin, Walsh, and Dallman left Buffalo 
together, taking a trolley car to Niagara 
Falls. In the afternoon they took a Grand 
Trunk train across Suspension Bridge, leav- 
ing it at Merritton,, Canada, and thence 
going to Thorold. 

“Inspector Murray says Dallman showed 
Nolin and Walsh the spot to place the 


dynamite.” 
SWIFT & CO. BUY A PLANT. 


Purchase the Stock-Yards Property of 
the Chicago Packing & Provision 
Company for $250,000. 


Deeds formally transferring the Stock- 
‘Yards plant of the Chicago Packing and 
Provision company to Swift & Co. for $250,- 
000 were recorded yesterday. Negotiations 
for the sale had been going on for some time. 
The Chicago Packing company directors 
will decide in a few days what will be done 
with the money received. Under the mort- 
gage securing the bonds the money may be 
applied either toward the purchase of other 
property or the payment of bonds. A new 
site in Chicago is said to have been offered 
to the company. Its plants in Nebraska City 
and East St. Louis will be continued and 
perhaps enlarged. 

The property transferred is at Exchange 
and Packers’ avenues, containing a little 
over three acres; also the tract in Exchange 
avenue, 150 feet east of Packers’ avenue, 
The transfer in- 
cludes the building, machinery, and supplies. 
There is also some other land in the vicinity. 
Swift & Co. gave a trust deed on the property 
to the American Trust and Savings Bank to 
secure a loan of $125,000 at 5 per cent, pay- 
able in three installments of $41,666 in six, 
nine, and twelve months. Swift & Co. said 
the plant would be used in connection en 
those now in operation. 


| BOYS” MESSENGER AY ZANZIBAR | 


Philadelphia Lad 9 a Message to 
President Kruger Sets Foot on 
African Soil. 

New York, May 17.—[Spectal. IA cable- 
gram from Zanzibar, Africa, from James F. 
Smith, the A. D. T. messenger boy who is 
carrying a message from American school- 
boys to President Kruger, announces his 
safe arrival at that place. He said in the 
cable, which was dated May 17: 

I put my foot on African groumd for the 
first time yesterday. The ship stopped at 
Tanga, a little island just above here, and a 
lot of natives, who look like Indians, came 
out in queer-looking boats to meet us. 

“ One of them took me on his shoulders and 
waded with me to shore. A big crowd was 
waiting for me, mostly natives, and they all 
wanted to know who I was and where I was 
going. and what I was going to do. 

„Only a few of them could speak English, 
and none of the English seemed glad when 
they learned I was carrying a message of 
sympathy to President Kruger. But the 
Germans, who control the island, treated me 
finely. We leave here tonight for Beira, 
which we will reach about the 20th.“ 


TRAIN’S ENGINE IS WRECKED. 


Iilinois Central Locomotive’s Boiler 
Explodes—T. J. Pickens and J., 
Wright Fatally Scalded. 


The engine of the Illinois Central train 
which left Chicago on Wednesday night at 
8:40 o’clock was wrecked at 7:50 o’clock yes- 
terday morning at Bois, III., near Centralia, 
by the explosion of the boiler. Thomas J. 
Pickens, the engineer, and J. Wright, fire- 
man, and a number of section hands were 
scalded, the men on the engine fatally. Only 
one car left the track and none of the pas- 
sengers was hurt. 

The explosion was similar to one in the 
Lake Shore yards in Chicago three years 
ago. The Illinois Central engine that was 
wrecked was one of the largest on the road 
and practically new. The Lake Shore en- 
gine was new and one of the road's heaviest. 
The passengers on the Lake Shore train did 
not hear the explosion and did not know 
anything had happened until the automatic 
brakes stopped the train. ' 

The Lake Shore explosion was the first of 
its kind. The wrecked boiler was taken to 
Elkhart, Ind., to be examined. The cause, if 
known, was not made public.

They were furnished with travel- 
ing cards by the local union, which entitled 
them to join the local stonecutters’ unions in 
all parts of the United States and Canada 
and gave them the right to work as union 
men in other cities. Many of the men had 
not enough money to pay their own railroad 
fares, but their international union came 
to their support and furnished them with 
railroad tickets. 

President Sullivan has received reports 
from the majority of the men who have left 
the city, and he declares that not one of 
those with whom he has communicated has 
failed to obtain employment. 

In discussing the condition of affairs he sald 
last night at Hall 5 Building Trades council 
headquarters, where a meeting of the union 
was held. 

Everywhere except in Chicago building 


operations are progressing rapidly. When 


our first men left the city they found em- 
ployment immediately. The business agents 
of local unions in all parts of the country 
soon became aware of the Chicago situation 
and I received communications from them 
requesting me to send them all the men I 
could. They said that there was plenty of 
work to do and that the contractors were 
having hard work to find skilled mechanics. 
In many instances the officers of the unions 
offered to pay the railroad fare of the men 
who wished to go to other cities. In other 
instances the contractors who were look- 
ing for men offered to pay the fares. Where 
offers of this sort were not made the inter- 
national union came to our assistance and 
paid the men’s fares. I believe that there 
are members of the Chicago Journeymen 
Stonecutters’ union at work in all parts of 
the country. Many of them are so well sat- 
isfiéd with their condition that they will not 
réturn to Chicago when the labor troubles 
are ended. They are getting $4 a day and 
have earned enough money to send for their 
families. Some of the men have houses, 
however, and they will return to Chicago. 
I am afraid that the suicidal policy of the 
contractors will kill the butlding industries 
in Chicago, as the conditions in my union 
apply equally well to many of the others.” 

There were but thirty men present at the 
meeting of the Stenecutters’ union last 
night, forty-four remaining away on ac- 
count of the rain. All of the men in Chicago 
are now at work. 


Conditions in Other Unions. 


The conditions that exist among the stone- 
cutters are not unique. usiness agents 
of other unions frequently have declared 
that their men were leaving the city, but 
until President Sullivan made his statement 


there was no idea that the exodus had been 


80 great. 

When the general strike and lockout in 
the building trades began on Feb. 5, there 
were 40,000 men employed in the building in- 
dustries. Of this number at least 35,000 were 
thrown out of employment. To this number 
was added at a later date 10,000 more work- 
men employed in manufacturing plants, brick 
yards, stone yards, and other lines of busi- 


ness affected by the strike. If these men 


havé been affected in the same way as the 
stonecutters the population of Chicago has 
been decreased by at least 30,000. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the condition of the 
stonecutters is not precisely the same as that 
of the other unions. It is estimated by a 
labor leader that 18,000 of the building trades 
workingmen have left the city. Of these 

rhaps only one-quarter have taken their 


|. families with them. Estimating on the usual 


basis of five to a family this would indicate 
a decrease in ulation of 22,000 due direc- 
ly to the buil trades trouble. oh 

The strike, however, is affecti e other 
industries of the city indirectly. y man- 
ufacturers have declared that u the 
present conditions are changed it will be 
impossible for them to do business in Chi- 
cago and they say that they contemplate 
removing their plants. If the factories leave 
the city thousands of workingmen employed 
will leave likewise, and the decrease in popu- 
lation will be large. 

Another phase of the subject is that if 
Chicago Directory for wamuch 
smaller population in Chicago than should 
be the case. : 
Contractors Take a Different View. 

Contractors are inclined to take a more 
cheerful view of the situation than are the 
labor leaders. They admit that the egress 
of laboring men has been marked, but de- 
clare that the men ultimately will return to 
the city. 

John Tait, one of the most prominent cut 
stone contractors, in speaking of President 
Sullivan's statement said: 

Jes, the men are leaving the city, but 
as soon as the strike is settled they will be 
ready to come back. Many of them are com- 
ing to the contractors daily and begging 
that they be given employment. More of 
them are working as day laborers at-41 a 
day in order to keep from starving. I do not 
think there will be any decrease in the popu- 
lation of Chicago. The men are on the verge 
of givingin. The troubles will be settled and 
business will revive.“ 

“TI think that the population of Chicago 
has not increased to any great extent in the 
last year, anyhow,” said M. J. Corboy, 
plumbing contractor. “I personally know 
ot no such exodus as Mr. Sullivan’s report 
would indicate, although I have heard that 
many men were leaving the city. It is but 
natural that they should. There will be no 
difficulty in getting men, however, when we 
open up again, with the wages that we pay 
in Chicago.“ 


STRIKE FOR UNION INSPECTORS. 


Masons Employed on Street Improve- 
ments Quit—Further Trouble 


Expected. 


Street improvement work in Wentworth 
avenue and May street was stopped yester- 
day because of the refusal of union masons 
to work under the supervision of city in- 
spectors who are not members of unions. 
The work in Wentworth avenue was under 
contract by the R. F. Conway company and 
the Bermudez Asphalt company is doing 
the work in May street between Canal and 
Chicago avenue. 

The inspector on the Wentworth avenue 
job was William Curley, a civil service ap- 
pointee, and when he appeared to inspect 
the putting in of a curb wail at Thirty-first 
street the union masons doing the work quit. 
As the character of the soil there demanded 
that the curb be put in at once. Engineer 
Wheelock withdrew Curley from the work 
and put on a union inspector. ihe masous 
then went back to work, but only to put in 
the curb wall. 

James W. Ebersold, the other inspector, is 
still on the Muy street job, and all work 
there is stopped. 

Engineer Wheelock is of the opinion that 
this is but the beginning of still more serious 
trouble in streét work. The unions declare 
they will not allow their men to work under 
non-union inspectors, while the city, under 
the law, cannot lay the non-union men off 
without other cause. 

President Gubbins of the Bricklayers’ 
union also made the further point during 
the afternoon that under the rules of the 
Civil Service commission a city curb wall 
inspector must combine the trades of stone- 
mason and stonecutter, and tnis is a viola- 
tion of unidn rules and union men would 


not be qualified to hold the place.

The Rev. Dr. Charles A. Dickey ts the 
pastor of Bethaffly Church in Philadelphia 
and the executive head of the Presbyterian 
Hospital. His two competitors in the race 
were defeated after their names had been 
placed in nomination, his three or four 


additional competitors having withdrawn . 


by the advice of their friends before the 
numinations were made, 

This morning it was known that the Presi- 
dent of the Theological Seminary, the Presi- 
dent of a college, and the pastor of a leading 
church were determined to run. This after- 
noon one of the Presidents seconded Dr. 
Dickey’s nomination, while the pastor nom- 
inated the Rev. Dr. William McKibbin of 
Cincinnati, a close competitor. The third 
candidate, the Rev. Dr. Daniel Webster 
Fisher, the President of Hanover Colleg 
of Indiana, was presented for the suffrag 
of the commissioners in thrilling speeches, 

t he received less than a fourth of the 
votes cast, while a majority was needed to

so glad to have it as in St. Louis, where he

Dr. Sample Reads Short Sermon. 
Dr. Sample broke the record for short ser- 


mons, no Moderator in many years having 
occupied less than an hour in delivering the 


cpening sermon. The one today occupied 


only fifty minutes, and it made a pleasant 
impression upon all who were present. The 
paragraph touching the proposed union with 
the Southern Church will doubtless lead to 
the appointement of a committee to discuss 
some plan of union, organic or federative, 
The statement that the doctrinal questions 
had never caused a division of the church 
was an item of news to many people who 
ve been disturbed by heresies and rumors 
of heresies. While there was a tinge of 
sadness in the discourse, the clear-cut, ring- 
ing plea for the gospel of Jesus Christ as the 
only solvent of the problems confronting 
the church today brightened what other- 
wise would have been considered a pessi- 
mistic view of the situation before the Pres- 
byterian body. 
Dr, Sample, among othér things, said: 
“To limit our views to the last decade 
we observe this significant fact that during 
the year 1894, in which the church was oc- 
cupied with two important ecclesiastical 
trials, there occurred the greatest number 
of additions on confession of faith in the 
entire history of the denomination. The 
year following, publicity having been given 
to doctrinal errors, and confidence in the 
essentials of Christianity having been weak- 
éned, there set in a period of spiritual de- 
cline. Yet the net increase of our church 
in 1899 was about 9,000, that — the Congre- 
gational Church being about 2,400, while 
the Methodist Episcopal Church North had 
a net loss of 3,700. In later years in a great 
majority of the Christian denominations 
there has been, so far as indicated by con- 
versions, a marked religious de¢line, and for 
this condition some general, — „cause 
must be assigned. 


Problems to Be 

Here let it be observed that divisions in 
our church have never resulted solely from 
doctrinal differences, but mainly from op- 
posing views of administration, or questions 
of national government. This fact indi- 
cates the prevailing and steadfast loyalty 
of oy eee to its doctrinal standards. No- 
tice some of the problems that confront us. 

The problem of the city. The centraliza. 
tion of population, rapidly advancing, has 
been a marked feature of this country. One 
hundred years ago 3 per cent of our popula- 
tion was urban, now nearly 30 per cent. Vice 
is sure to stimulate vice, and qrime begets 
crime. Here we find general moral corrup- 
tion, the idolatry of wealth, devotion to sin- 
ful pleasure, wickedness in high places, the 
beastliness of, open impurity, closeted skel-

The problem of intempera 
palling in great cities, still walt 188 
Liquor interests dominate Legis atures, cor- 
rupt courts, bribe executives, —— rul- 
ers, desecrate the Sabbath, and turn away 
from the house of prayer: Just now the 
traffic in intoxicants—as in Manila, Havana, 
Porto Rico, and Alaska—misrepresents 
Christian civilization and sets the world’s 
8 far down the years.

I The 
striking street car men at a meeting in the 
West End Coliseum tonight rejected the 
final terms proposed by the Transit com- 
pany, and adopted resolutions asking all 
organized labor in St. Louis to suspend work 
. after the coming Saturday in the effort to. 
maintain the rights of organized labor in the 
eity.. 
Appeal to Fellow-Laborers. 

A circular was addressed to the public giv- 
ing a history of the strike. A meeting of 
the labor unions probably will ‘be held to- 
morrow night to pass on the question of a 
general strike. 
The circular is headed, An Appeal to Our 
F'ellow-Citizens,” and bays that the street 
railway employés of the City of St. Louis 
were forced to strike in defense of thelr 
rights as American citizens. 

On the 10th day of last March had 
reached an agreement with the St. Louis 
Transit company under which they hoped 
to live in harmony with them. The ink was 
scarcely dry on that agreenent when the 
Transit company began to break it, and from 
day to day conditions grew worse. . 

The circular then goes on to give detailed 
instances of persecution of the union men. 

The final appeal for sympathy to other 
unions was made by the carmen after re- 
peated conferences had been held and no 
terms arrived at. The Transit company had 
7 submitted its final terms, which the union

men could not listen to. 

The Transit company officials at this after- 
noon’s conference in turn rejected the coun- 
ter proposition of its employés, the hitch 
resting entirely on a clause which calle for 


ingly misguided reaction from materialism. 
It denies a personal God, an incarnate Christ, 
a savior from sin. It is largely a revival 
of ancient gnosticism. It is gaining ground 
with an alarming rapidity, and is wrecking 
souls, homes, and communities over which 
once fell the light of happiness and peace. 

The increasing desecration of the Lord's 
day presents a serious problem. Still an- 
other problem is associated with the ration- 
alism of the age. It threatens the founda- 
tions of public morality and of all saving 
truth. Wherever it extends religious expe- 
rience loses in depth and in power, revivals 
are few or unknown, worldliness increases, 
symbolism gains ground, and formal cere- 
monies impair spiritual worship.” 


Favors Union of Denominations. 


In conclusion, Moderator Semple made an 
argument in favor of the union of denom- 
inations having a common ground of belief 
on the ground that concentrated effort can 
better do the work.now awaiting the church. 
The most important of this work he de- 
scribed as follows: 

Our recently acquired possessions, what- 
ever their governmental status is or may 
be, must be evangelized. Cuba and Porto 
Rico must be brought te Christ. The 
Philippine Archipelago, reaching from 
Formosa to Borneo and the Celibes Sea, 
must be Christianized. Mexicans and 
Asiatic coolies, Tegales and Moors, and pa- 
gan tribes must be brought into the king- 
dom, or, disobeying God, who bids us go for- 
ward, we may some day wish we had not 
been born. China and India, Japan and the 
lesser isles, are waiting for the galvation of 
God, Africa and South America are appeal- 
ing by their perishing need, and wé must 
do our duty, or ourselves be cast away. 
Brethren, commissioned by the now reigning 
Christ to bringing 4 lost world to him, let 
us go forward. Nations shall be born ina 
day, and our world, now marred by sin, shall 
become God's own fair world again. 

„At that consummation do not come in our 
day, then béyond life’s tempestuous sea we 
Shall behold it from the battlements of 
heaven, joyfully awaiting the glad corona- 
tion day, when the church on earth shall join 
the church in heaven, and enemies con- 
we shall abide in the 
land of the King, and reign with him forever 
and ever.“

PARIS, May 17.—The corn kitchen, an im- 
portant feature of the American agricul- 
tural exhibit, was inaugurated today. Clark 
E. Carr of Illinois formally turned over the 
kitchen to Commissioner General Peck and 
Director of Agriculture Dodge. In his 
speech Mr. Carr said: 

“I am charged, with B. W. Snow, with 
the responsibility of inaugurating in con- 
nection with the United States exhibit a 
kitchen for the demonstration of the excel- 
lence of Indian corn as a food for man, which 
involved: the providng of a large amount of 
corn food and cooks experienced in the prep- 
aration-of the various dishes. All has been 
done and is ready for the public. Indian 
corn has contributed largely in giving to 
the American the vigor of body and mind 
for which he is celebrated, In placing corn 
before the representatives of all lands as 
a food, we are doing them a more important 
service than we are doing ourselves. 

There is a disposition among the French 
people to prove all things and hold fast 
to that which is good.“ American products 
generally are popular in France, and Il am 
encouraged to believe that the food so popu- 
lar with 80,000,000 of Americans will be 
adopted here and, through the French 
cuisine, reach all peoples of the earth.“ 


Thanks to Colonel Carr. 

Commissioner General Peck responded, 
thanking Colonel Carr and Assistant Snow 
for their labor. He said it was probable that 
one of the greatést benefits to come from the 
exposition will be the introduction of corn to 
the French markets. If the corn exports 
from the United States reached the same 
proportions as the exports of wheat, this 
kitchen may lead to the American farmers 
making $20,000,000 a year more from their 
products. | 

Ambassador Porter addressed the assembly 
in one of his happy characteristic discourses. 
He paid a high tribute to Colonel Carr’s val- 
uable services to his country, to his talent as 
a diplomat and to his great ability while 
Mipister to Denmark. Such was the man 


who had devoted all his talent to making 


corn known to the world, who had showed 
the importance of the work, and who had 
proved the value of corn at Chattanooga 
when it served as food for both horses and 


men. 
Will Benefit America. 

Ambassador Porter said he believed that 
the corn exhibit would bring one of the 
greatest benefits the Americans are to derive 
from the exposition. He wound up in a 
humorous strain when he said that in the 
future the history written of the men who 
had taken food to their brethren would speak 
of Joseph in Egypt and Carr in France. 

Many prominent Americans were present 
at the inaugural ceremonies and a corn 
luncheon was afterwards served. The occa- 
sion was one of the most patriotic of the

REICHSTAG NOW AT WORK 


VOTING QUORUM PRESENT AND DEL- 
EGATES ARE IN GOOD HUMOR. 


Minority Plans Obstraction Measures

BERLIN, May 17.—For not exceeding the 
fifth time since the session opened last De- 
cember the Reichstag had a voting quorum 
today. The obstructionists numbered nine- 
ty-two, the anti-obstructionists 218, or four- 
teen over a quorum. This, however, in- 
cluded the National Liberals, who oppose 
the Heinze morality bill, though they will 
not participate in the obstruction tactics. 
Without excitement and with a display of 
good humor the Reichstag resimed the de- 
bate where it left off before the Raster re- 


cess began. The situation is simple. The 


bill is entitled an amendment to the crim- 
inal code. Under the rules, amendments 
can be offered to every section of the code. 
To prevent the majority from bunching 
amendments and voting all down at once 
the minority is bringing in amendments 
singly, It is therefore impossible to under- 
stand what the Clericals hope for in thein 
renewed effort to force the bill’s passage. 
In accordance with the program, Herr 
Bebel and other Socialist leaders took up 
th@ entire afternoon with speeches in op- 
position. Their tactics succeeded so well 
that the Centrists. and Conservatives held 
a caucus tonight to consider a rule to end 
the obstruction tactics and bring the bill 
to a vote. The conference broke up, how- 
ever, without reaching an agreement. 


' Agrarian Meat Proposals.

They fought a rear-guard action 
at Spion Kop, where they were shelled out 
of the position by our battery, and again at 
Blesbokelaagte, where the pursuit was tem- 
porarily checked. The position, however, 
was turned and the pursuit resumed. 

Dundonald bivouacks tonight ten miles 
from Dundee. The infantry and supply are 
at Beith. Two prisoners and many horses 
taken. Our casualties were extremeiy slight. 
Our success is the signal for the general ad- 
vance. Hildyard is now advancing along 
the railway. 

Boxer Massacres in China. 

PEKING (Thursday)—The Boxer anti-for- 
eign movement has attained alarming pro- 
portions. A serious anti-Christian outbreak 
occurred in the district midway between 
Pao-ting-fu and Peking. There was a great 
destruction of property and seventy-three 
native Christians, including women and 
children, were murdered. Many were 
burned alive. Mgr. Fa vier and the Catholic 
missionaries report that the persecution is 
the most serious that has occurred for many 
years. The danger of the spread of the 
movement is increased by the apathy or 
connivance of the present anti-foreign gav- 
ernment. 

At Peking on March 30 two agreemen 
were signed by M. Pavioff, the Russian Am- 


bassador, and a representative of the Corean 
government.

Russia thus obtains as an exclusive settle- 
ment of her naval needs, the finest harbor in 
Corea, abreast of Japan, and excludes Japan 
from acquiring similar advantages, and ear- 
marks all adjoining points of strategical 
value. M. Pavioff informed the Corean gov- 
ernment that Masampo would be the winter 
headquarters of the Russian fleet. His ac- 
tion bears a close analogy to Russian pro- 
ceedings prior to the occupation of Port 
Arthur. 

Buller’s Rapid Movements. 

LADYSMITH (Tuesday)—The chief feat- 
ure of the last two days’ fighting is the 
rapid marching of the infantry and cavalry. 
The fact that the Helpmakaar position, 
which the Boers call the Gibraltar of Natal, 
was taken with the loss of only twenty 
men, though held by a force of 4,000, was 
due to the speed of our movements. Sun- 
day’s success was magnificently followed up 
yesterday when the mounted infantry cov- 
ered at least forty miles, successfully en- 
gaged the enemy’s rear guard three times, 
being practically the whole time in the thick 
smoke of the grass fires, which acted almost 
like a fog and hampered our movements. 
When advancing through the smoke our 
men found themselves under a heavy fire 
from the enemy, within 200 yards. Sunday 
night the Boers at Halpmakaar received 


strong reinforcements, but against Mondays

TRACING BOGUS STAMPS, 


CHARGE THAT THEY 
AT NEELEY’S PLANT IN MUNCIE. 


Deputy United States Marshal Makes 

the Accusation, but Produces No Rv. 
idence te Prove It—-Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith Says He Has Ne Kressl 
edge of the Matter—R. Cowan, 
Present Manager of the Busin 


Denies the Story. j 
Muncie, Ind., May 17.—[ ]—Deputy 
United States Marshal Orr madg the charge 


today that bogus Cuban stagfps amounting 
in face value to many thouSands of dollars 
bad been turned out by the printing office 
here formerly owned by Charles F. W. 
Neeley. The story is specifically denied 
Ross H. Cowan, present manager of the 
plant and one of the heavy stockholders, 
but Orr insists the government has proof of 
the truth of hig assertion. He offers 90 
cvidence, however, while Cowan protests 
that the government inspectors who have 
been ransacking the plant would surely 


have found some signs of the machinery for 


producing the stamps, which all admit they 
have failed to do. Orr says further that 
there are five Indianans yet to be arrested, 
three of whom live in Muncie and two in 
Indianapolis, for complicity with Neeley in 
his alleged fraudulent transactions, 5 

When the United States stamps went into 
use in Cuba Colonel Neeley was ordered to 
dcstroy $400,000 worth of Cuban stamps then 
in use. It has been claimed that he de- 
stroyed only a part of these, and that he 
and friends have systematically dis- 
tributed bogus stamps, selling them, in 
some instances, at a discount to Cuban post- 


masters. 
Denied by R. H. Cowan. 


Mr. Cowan said in detail concerning the 
charges: 


“You may say that if there is any story — 


afloat that the Neeley Printing company 

ever turned out Cuban stamps either for the 

postal or the revenue service, it is false, 

We have neither printed stamps legitimately 

nor illegitimately for the government. We 
have not denied having had government 

cuntract work, but it was not for stampa. 

It has been mostly in the form of printing 

bianks. The amount of work done by the 
plant for the government during the last 

eighteen months, which covers the period of 

Neeley in Cuba, has not exceeded $10,000, 

Do you suppose that the government officials 

that have overhauled my place from the day 

of the arrest of Neeley would not have 

found some evidence if the gigantic stamp 

factory you speak of was located here?”

work which his company is doing is going 
forward now, just the same as before the 
Neeley trouble arose. ‘

upoau international law before the faculty and 
students of the University of Minnesota in 
1807 Senator Davis said: 

No State, and especially not the United 
States, is bound to deliver up a fugitive from 
justice from another State in the absence of 
a treaty binding it to do so. I can go further 
and say that in the United States it would be 
unlawful for the Bxecutive department to 
attempt to do Bo; that t would have no law 
to warrantit.” — 

He then cites a nu of cases in which 
the government refused to extradite a fugi- 
tive who had taken refuge in this country 
because no treaty existed between the coun- 
try making the request and the -United 
States. Senator Davis still entertains thesé 
views, and in discussing the matter tonight 
said he did not believe there was a court ia 
the land which would order the extradition 
of Neeley. if he should sue out a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. 

Attorney General Griggs has prepared a 
bill which will set at rest the question of 
extradition. He expresses the hope that the 
measure may be passed by Congress without 


delay. 


The bill provides that the statutes of the 
United States relative to extradition between 
the United States and countries with which 
the United States has treaties of extradition 
shall apply to the extradition of fugitives 
from justice from Cuba, while the govern- 
ment of that island is exercised under the 
authority of the United States. This section 
is directed to the Neeley case. The second 
section provides that the domestic extradi- 
tion now in force between the various States 
shall be extended to the Philippines, Guam, 
Hawali, and Porto Rico. ; 

There is a growing sentiment in Congress 
that there should be no adjournment of that 
body until some steps are taken toward pro- 
viding a Congressional investigation into the 
Cuban postal frauds.

The theory of diuturnal revolutions of the 


earth as set forth in this posthumous vol- 
ume undoubtedly bears the mark of an in- 
teliect such as only men of genius possess;

many years must elapse before it is 
thoroughly understood and appreciated by 
the world in general. The theory is ex- 
tremely bold of conception, and not less rev- 
olutionary than many of those which have 
made men like Copernicus, Galileo, Newton, 
Darwin, and others immortal. It opens an 
almost unlimited field not only for specula- 
tion but for seientific research which may 
eventually lead to the explanation ot natural 
phenomena for which science has, so far, 
failed to furnish the key.

This neglect 
it is proposed to remedy, anda national sub- 
scription is about to be started both in the 
Emerald Isle itself and among the 
Irish in England and ‘elsewhere to provide 
her Majesty with Irish regalia as a sort of 
response to her resolve not only to build a 
yal residence at Dublin but also to pur- 
a country seat in the island. 

It ig scarcely necessary to point out that 
the bargain, if it can be described as such, 
will be an exceedingly advantageous one for 
the Irish people.

Regalia is, after all, far cheaper than most 
people would be inclined to believe. Thus 
the Scotch scepter is a silver gilt affair, 
topped with a globe of rock crystal, its prin- 
cipal value being derived from the fact that 
it was a gift from Pope Alexander VI. of 
Borgian fame to King James IV. in 1 
The Scotch sword of state is in a wooden 
sca covered with crimson velvet, and 
has a silver gilt hilt, adorned with the coat 
of arms of Pope Julius II., who presented it 
to the Scottish King of his day. The Scotch 
crewn is likewise of silver gilt, adorned with 
a medley of stones, including nine car- 
puncles, four amethysts, two rock crystals 
foiled to represent emeralds, and a third one 
foiled to represent a topaz. Red, blue, 
green, white, and black enamels also figure 
in the workmanship, in addition to which 
there are a number of Scotch and Oriental 
pearls and about eight diamonds of no par- 
ticular value. The crown is asserted by 
antiquarians to have at one time — 
to King Robert Bruce. es this is a 
story based on tradition rather than on fact. 

The Scotch regalia is kept not in the Tower 
of London, along with the English regalia, 
but in Edinburg, in the royal castle of Holy-

The Committee on Book Concern yester- 
day took one of the most radical actions 
that has marked the sessions of this Gen- 
sral Conference, adopting a resolution 
recommending that the book dépository at 
St. Louis be transferred to Kansas City and 
that the Central Christian Advocate, the 
Omaha Christian Advocate, and the Rocky 
Mountain Christian Advocate be consoli- 
Gated under the name of the Western 
Christian Advocate and published at Kansas 
City. 

This develops the policy of the Confer- 
ence to reduce the number of official pub- 
. ons and cut off subsidies which in the 
last quadrennium have amounted to $108,- 
000. ‘The action was taken at the conclusion 
of a sharp fight, in which sectional interests 
clashed. Governor Shaw presided and with 
difficulty preserved order. 
N. B. Wharton of Ashland, Wis., referred 
to his former complaint that a Bishop is 
“Rever seen in a Western country. We 
| come here asking bread, he said, and the 
General Conference gives us a few sub- 
sidized Christian Advocates. Our superan- 
nuated preachers ask that you clothe and 
provide for them, and the money is taken 
from them to support a few subsidized 

papers and pay editors large salaries.”’ 

‘ The arguments that took the book deposi- 
tory to Kansas City are that it is the center 
of Western Methodism and of the next cen- 
tury’s civilization on the Western plains. 
The readiness with which the committee’s 
report on the Northern Christian Advocate 
was received in the General Conference, and 
the evident desire to cut off subsidized 
papers, leads to the belief that this later re- 
port will be adopted. 


Balloting in the election of Bishops as- 
. tamed new interest when the two leading 
@gandidates began to lose votes and others 
Came to the front. Dr. Joseph F. Berry 
of Chicago was still in the lead on the fifth 
ballot, the last to be announced, but 
had begun to lose, and Henry Spellmeyer, 
Who started with 57 votes, came up to 240, 
and is second to Dr. Berry. 
Wiltam V. Kelly, editor of the Methodist 
Review, had made the next largest gain, 
and his withdrawal from the race, quietly 
announced in the afternoon, caused some- 
thing of a stir. The election of Bishops 
usually has something of sectional competi- 
tion, and the withdrawal of Dr. Kelly is 
supposed to. be in the interest of Dr. Spell- 
meyer, the strongest Bastern candidate at 
present. Should this prove true, Dr. Spell- 
meyer probably will be elected this morning. 
Then it is predicted there will be a race be- 
tween Dr. Berry and David H. Moore, D. D., 
of Cincinnati, editor of the Western Chris- 
tian Advocate, who are the leading West-
